plugging along for about fifty cents a 
•day, year in and year out, and wanted 
as to feed them. Why didn't they save 
something to carry them through a 
-strike? 


"' 'Bight now, althongh wages are 
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seemingly low they were making as 
much as many a farmer was making. 
I oau go out into the bills and find 
many a man who baa had no more than 
the miners have had to live on this 
very year, bard times and all. 
" 'I Worked for wages many a day be 


fore I bought a little far, mand I have 
all sympathy with wage earners, bnt 
when the miners begin to work games 
on me I'm done. Of course I don't 
blame them for what the fradudulont 
solicitors did. They will never lie pros- 
perous, high wages or low wages, until 
they learn to take care of what they 
get. 
If they would do less fussing 


about unions and keep out foreign 
labor, they would be in better shape. 
I don't know but this would apply to 
many other trades. 
I don't know any- 


thing about their organizations, but I 
never saw any results that did much 
good.' 


AS TO CHAPMAN.

"Now, Mr. Chairman, we are asked 


the question every day, why Englaud, 
Germany aud^tho other manufacturing 
countries are so busy, and .the homo 
trade in the United States so dull? 


"Two main reasons may be advanced. 


Tho first is the neglect of American 
manufacturers to go abroad and adapt 
their goods aud business methods to 
those that obtain in the respective coun- 
tries. 


"Happily, Cincinnati manufacturers 


in many Hues have not been of this 
class. 
It may not be generally known 


that the Belgian state locomotives are 
equipped with lubricator made 
on 


Spring Grove iiveune, aud brass goods 
mndo hero are in evidence in all parts 
of Europe. 


"Pnmpg, desk, voneora and many 


other similar products aro exported 
largely. 
Cincinnati iron, steel 
and 


wood working machinery is employed 
in all the great ship yards and gun 
works of Europe, and is now running 
day and uight in Russia turning out 
locomotives aud cars that will soon bo 
(lying across the stnppes of Siberia to 
tho Pacific ocean and down through 
Mancuhria to the Yellow Sea. 


"Having given as tho first canoe of 


dull 
triule hore the apathy of the 


manufacturers at largo in the United 
States, let us pass to tho second reason. 


"While wo make politics of this 


matter in the United States, in Europe 
it is simply a question of common 
POUSO. 
I will, therefore, endeavor for 


a moment to talk common sense. Then 
no one oau accuse mo of talking poli- 
tics. 


"From tho experience the business 


man has had in the past few years with 
one party, and now with the other, 
he can truly exclaim with Mercutio, 
'A plague on both your houses.' 


"There was a time when the United 


States required protection, for wo were 
developing 
our country, and could 


absorb nil and more than we could 
make. 
New, as a matter of faot, in 


the leading lines wo can make more in 
one year than can bo absorbed hero in 
three. 
Until yon provide an outlet for 


the surplus the difficulty will remain. 
Raising your tariff will only aggravate 
the avil in the long run. I grant Jyon, 
that after the tariff bill passes,' and 
congress adjourns, trade will look up a 
little for a brief period. 
When a man 


is on hia back he is bound to look np. 


"The country, being short, owing to 


the long depression, will need goods for 
a while, then will come the same old 
slump and a long depression.

«rly brought before them. 


"The men in tone Clearneld and Cam- 


brra districts are working under tike 
delusion that they are not conflicting 
jWfltk <8tv general suspension," said 
#reeid«nt Patrick Dolan. "We have 
»rnuig«d a conference with some of 
tl« I«aders in tihat section, the time of 
irfluoh I am not at liberty to ann'ouace. 
I am satisfied that we will be able to 
make them see the error of their ways 
and joJn us in this groat battle for 
fcread."

a conference of five operators in that 
state. They determined to give thedr 
minors an advance of 14 emits a ton 
above the present rates, and to make 
e corresponding increase in the price 
of coal at the mines. They have re- 
turned to ask all other operators in 
the state to do the same. The price of 
coal at the mines is raised to $1.25 a 
ton.
